Washington, D. C., March 8—A member 
ot the Cabinet gave out a statement tonight, 
in which the President's position on the 
Porto Rican tariff legislation is given au- 
thoritatively as follows: | 

“The President in his annual message of 
Dec. 4 urged that the customs duties on 
trade between Porto Rico and the United 
States be removed. Imports from Porto 
Rieo into the United States have been and 
are now paying the Dingley rates. They 
have no preference over goods from any for- 
eien country. The President felt that Porto 
Rico should be relieved of this burden. He 
urged that it should be removed, not asa 
matter of legal right, but of liberal and hu- 
mane public policy. 

“His argument indicated his reasons and 
suggested his view as to the question of 
constitutional obligation. Porto Rico, sev- 
ered from Spain, had lost her old markets 
and had gained noneintheir place. She had 
been devastated by hurricane and left des- 
titute. Humanity dictated every effort to 
lift her up and to give her a new market. 
This was the President’s plea, and what 
need of such a plea if the constitution of 


itself carried free trade to Porto Rico? In 
that case free trade goes to her whether right 


Where First Objections Started. 


What the President proposed was that 
the United States should offer the largest 
and most generous measure of help to the 
distressed and suffering island, and he has 
never wavered a single instant in the ob- 
ject he sought. Had his suggestion been 
accepted and followed by all in his spirit 
and as he meant it, with the limitations he 
intended, all would have been well. There 
would have been no harm in any direction. 
But when the time came for action in Con- 
gress two tendencies were seen. On the one 
hand there were good men and some busi- 
ness and agricultural interests that, while 
not objecting, or little objecting. to free

They insisted that the 
constitution by its own force extends to 
Porto Rico and all the new island posses- 
sions and spreads all its provisions over 
them, including uniform taxation. They 
were eager to commit a Republican Con- 
gress to the adoption of free trade with 
Porto Rico, not as a measure of generous 
expediency, but because they could then 
claim that it had riveted a hard and fast 
Principle which would tie the hands of the 
government everywhere, in the Philippines 
as well as in Porto Rico, without regard to 
varying conditions, and which would expose 
the administration and its party to all the 
criticisms and attacks that would be made 
on such a position.

Diamond Jubilee Enthusiasm Outdone 
When the Ruler of the British Em- 
pive Is Greeted by Her Subjects on 
Her Arrival at the Metropolis—Sov- 
ereign Moved to Tears by the 


Personal Thanks to Mrs. Buller. 


LONDON, March 8.—Queen Victoria and 
the people of the greatest city of her em- 
pire today celebrated the victories which 
they believe have transformed the cam- 
paign in south Africa from one of reverse 
into one of success. That is the only ex- 
planation of the unparalleled enthusiasm 
with which hundreds of thousands hailed 
their sovereign. 

In many ways these demonstrations out- 
did those of the diamond jubflee, although 
there were no pageants, no arches, no pro- 


Guards, followed by a little old woman in 
the plainest black costume, who had come 
for a few days’ stay at Buckingham Pal- 
ace, as she has done many a time before. 
Yet her hold upon the hearts of her people 
was probably never more strikingly mani- 
tested. Unlike that of the diamond jubilee, 
today’s popular outburst was almost im- 
promptu. The pride in Fm empire that per- 
vaded London's exultation when the Queen 
last drove through the streets in 1897 had 
vanished, and in its place were thankful- 
ness and rejoicing for the victories which 
had succeeded months of gloom. 

The depth of feeling which these domon- 
strations represented could only be gauged 
by those who mingled with the crowd. Moth- 
ers in deep mourning for sons killed on the 
far-off veldt struggled bravely with the 
most hilarious to catch a glimpse of the 
Queen, whose Womanly sympathy and 
thoughtfulness for the soldiers had touched 
their hearts. 


Crowd Waits for Hours. 


Thousands braved the raw east wind and 
stood. for hours waiting patiently who have 
often seen the Queen, and who, in ordinary 
circumstances, would scarcely care to watch 
her pass. Among these were many personal 
friends of the sovereign—for instance, the 
Countess of Brownlow, a great friend of 
Victoria and a favorite at court, who sat on 
the curb shivering for hours with the crowd 
outside Buckingham Palace. 

It was not so much a desire to see the mon- 
arch as it was an overwhelming need of an 
outlet for jubilation over the war and a 
natural inclination to let the Queen see and 
share the gladness of her people that prompt; 
ed London today in one of the most remark- 
able celebrations of Victoria’s reign. 

All was different from the rejoicings that 
marked the reilef of Ladysmith. Rowdy- 
ism was absent, although the crowds reached 
such proportions that the number of police 
would have been inadequate had the people 
been obstreperous, 


Queen Moved to Tears. 

When the Queen of Great Britain and Ire- 
land and the Empress of India passed, nod- 
ding as if to many friends, instead of bow- 
ing with royal reatraint, there was a roar 
of cheers. Now and again tears rolled ee 

the eheeks of the aged sovereign, 

When the Queen reached the A con- 
nes on the Embankment, opposite the Tem- 
ple steps, at 4 o'clock, she was welcomed by 
the Lord Mayor and corporation in their 
robes of state. The Lord Mayor presented 
her Majesty with the city sword of state. 
With a smile, she touched the sword, and re- 
turned it to the Lord Mayor, saying: 

“Thank you for all that my city has 
done.“ 

„To which the Mayor replied: Your 
gracious Majesty's words will forever be 
treasured in my heart.“ | 

Then the Life Guards trotted on, the 
Marshal and Sheriffs and Aldermen, with 
the gold-laced flunkies and lumbering state 
coaches, were left behind, and the Queen 
drove quickly along the Embankment, which 
was black with cheering people. Accom- 
panying her Majesty were the Princess 
Christian of Schleswig- Holstein and Prin- 
cess Henry of Battenberg. So quickly were 
the horses driven that the constantly bow- 
ing monarch soon passed out of sight. 

Demonstration in Evening. 

By 5 o'clock the Queen, going by way of 
Holborn and Oxford streets, had returned 
to Buckingham Palace. 

In the evening the crowd outside Buck- 
ingham Palace increased to 300,000 people, 
all singing patriotic songs. Finally the 
Prince of Wales and Duke of York came 
upon the balcodny. A few minutes later they 
disappeared, and then the Queen herself 
made her appearance. There was a roar of 
song and never-to-be-forgotten cheers. 
Then the blinds of the palace were drawn. 

The semi-official duties undertaken by the 
Queen during the day would have tried the 
resources of many a woman under 81 years 
of age. Starting early from Windsor by 
train, she reached the metropolis shortly 
after noon. Until she reached Buckingham 
Palace there was never a moment of quiet.

REPORTED CUDAHY OIL SALE. 


Standard Oil Company Said to Have 
Secured Control of Indiana Fields 
and Pipe Line. 


Toledo, O., March 8.—Through an English 
syndicate the Standard Oil company is 
credited with having secured ‘control of the 
Cudahy oil interests in Ohio and Indiana 
and the properties of the Manhattan Oil 
company. The deal, it is claimed, was made 
several days ago. The price, by conserva- 
tive ofl men, is estimated at $7,500,000. 

W. C. Whitney is credited with having 
engineered the deal. 

The Cudahy holdings consist of about 500 


2,000 barrels, the Indiana Pipe Line and 
Refining company, the Northern Indiana Oil 
company, the Ohio and Indiana Oil com- 
pany, the Cumberland Oil company, the 
Cudahy Oil company, and the Indiana tank 
line. 

All of the clerks and office force of the 
Cudahy interests were quietly moved from 
Chicago to Lima several days ago, with the 
books, records, and papers of the office. 

The Manhattan Oil company’s holdings 
embrace a large oil refinery at Walker, O., 
about thirty miles south of here, pipe lines 
in the Ohio and Indiana fields, a system of 
tank cars, about 300 producing wells, and 
several thousand acres of oil property, most- 
ly in the Ohio territory. :

WM. SCHINDLER TAKEN FOR AN

LEAKING das CAUSES FIRE. 


The Second Presbyterian Church, at the 
northwest corner of Michigan venue and 
Twentieth street, was destroyed last even- 
ing, except for the walls and steeple, by rs 
fire which started in the organ loft at 10 
o’clock. It was three hours later when the, 
firemen subdued the blaze. ; 

A meeting of the Christian Endeavor socie- 
ty was in session when the fire was discov- 
ered, but though more than 100 young péo- 
ple and children were present a panic was 
averted by the elders’ presence of mind, and 
all reached the street in safety. 

The building and contents, including organ, 
font, and memorial windows, cost $275,000. 
The loss is practically total. The property 
was insured, 

Escaping. Gas the Probable Cause. 

The cause of the fire is unkonwn, but from 
the action of the gas lights in the lecture hall 
before the flames were discovered it Is be- 
lieved that there was a leak in the gas pipe. 
In the space over the organ two pipes lead 
to a chandelier in which a light is kept burn- 
ing most of the time to obviate the necessity 
of climbing to the chandelier when the 
church is lighted. It is believed the fire first 
started in the roof over this chandelier and

With the clanging of gongs the corner im- 
mediately became the center of general ex- 
citement.

Two additional calls were sent in at once for 
more companies, but the engines made slow 
progress in the slush that covered the pave- 
ments. A cry that several children were 
still imprisoned in the lecture hall sent fire- 
men and citizens into the structure to grope 
about in the smoke. At length the police 
pronounced the building empty and parents 
found their children under police protection 
half a block distant.

PARIS, March 8.—Fire at Ra@pn today de- 
stroyed the historic Theater Francais. The 
names started on the Palais Royal side of 
the building. and rapidly spread to the en- 
tire structure. 85 

Tonight nothing but tottering walls re- 
main. The splendid dome collapsed, carry- 

ing down the ceiling bearing Mazerolle’s 
allegorical painting. 

The mural decorations and a portion of the 
fnvaluable manuscript library were de- 
stroyed. The statue of Voltaire and a num- 
per of valuable busts were saved. The loss 


is placed in the millions. 


One Actress Perishes. 
Seventeen people were severely injured, 


and one actress, Mile. Henriot, was burned . 


to death. As usual with French fires, the 
men all got out safely. - 

It was feared at one time that the flames 
would spread and increase the disaster. The 
theater was separated only by the width of 

’ Rivoli street from the Louvre Museum, con- 
taining the greatest art collections of the 
world. The Magasin du Louvre, the largest 
Paris dry goods store, and the Hotel du 

Louvre, both imposing structures, were in the 
closest proximity. Several men and women 
jumped from the second story windows of 
these buildings before the firemen arrived, 
some of them sustaining injuries. 


Charged to Anarchists. 
It is believed that the fire was of incen- 
dlary origin—that a bomb in the cellar start- 
end the blaze. Those who were in the theater

In the meanwhile two more bombs were 


| found today. One, sent to Commissioner 
General Picard, was discovered before it 


dd any damage. The other exploded on the 


Boulevard Richard Lenoir, causing serious 
injuries to several persons. Many believe 
that the Anarchists will carry out their 
threats to burn Paris and blow up the expo- 
sition, 
A rehearsal of Bajazet had just been 
_ held in the theater and the artists were still 
in the dressing-rooms. 


Woman’s Difficult Escape. 

Mme. Dudlay, the tragedienne who re- 
placed Sarah Bernhardt at the theater, was 
on the fifth floor, still in the costume which 
she had worn at the rehearsal. She rushed 
to a window to which a fireman climbed. 
He tied a rope around her waist amd lowered 
her to the ground. She was dressed in pink 
tights and great excitement prevailed as 
She was lowered to the ground. 

Mile. Henriot’s dresser says the actress 
lost her head and instead of descending, ran 
up-stalrs and sought refuge in another room, 
where, presumably, she was asphyxiated. 

The firemen found Mile. Henriot lying face 


down upon the floor. At the morgue her 


‘body was identified by M. Coquelin and 
other members of the Comédie Francaise 
by the clothing. - 


Refuses Aid and Escapes. 
Mme. Moreno, one of the stars, was in her 


dressing-room. She apparently thought all 
escape was cut off, and seeing the police 


_ padding the sidewalks with mattresses 


Started to jump. The crowd shouted: 

Don't jump! Don't jump!“ 

A Captain of firemen was climbing from 
story to story by means of a pompier ladder 
and finally reached the window in which 
Moreno was standing. . Unwinding a rope 
from his waist he started to make a sling 
with which to lower her to the street. With 
& shriek she refused and rushed back into 
the burning building. By some miraculous 
means she managed to reach the street with- 
out injury, 

An actor appeared at a second-story bal- 
Sony window and was about to leap, when 
the driver of a passing bus considerately 
Grove his vehicle under the window. The 


actor plunged head first to the top of the 


"bus, to the dismay of its passengers. 

The actresses and women employés of the 
theater were left to get out as best they 
could. The men thought only of themselves, 
although one courageous bystander man- 
aged to rescue many valuable paintings. 


Fire Service at Its Worst. 
The fire service of Paris showed up at its 
Worst. There were no ladders which reached 
higher than the third floor, and only one 
hose threw water. There was not enough 
Pressure to set the other hose in action. 

There was a general panic, even to the 
firemen, who yelled and danced up and down. 
No one seemed able to do any useful work. 
Lepine, the Prefect of Police, was the only 
cool man present. 

It took the fire department fifteen minutes 
to reach the theater and the first company to 
reach the blazing building was armed with 
hand pumps. Some engines finally arrived, 
but owing to the lack of water they were 
Practically useless.

jured and Hollo slightly wounded. — 

Accuse Ex-Minister Banffy. 

Last Saturday the Vienna Vaterland cre- 
ated a sensation by publishing an article 
accusing ex-President of the Ministry Banffy 
of Hungary ‘of having collected money for 
use in his political party, and that when he 
yielded his place to his successor, the present 
President of the Ministry, Szell, of having 
given no accounting of cash he had collected, 
and of having turned over no money. 

Banffy demanded a full retraction of the 
article and the publication of the name of 
the author of the article, that he might 
challenge him. The paper partly apologized, 
but refused to name its authority.

VIENNA, March 8.—The Sultan has just 
issued an irade ordering that all the state in- 
come shall be used for covering expenses of 
the year in which it is collected and shall not 
be applied to debts of previous years. 

Officials who disobey this order are to be 
punished and discharged. The irade is in- 
tended to prevent the recurrence of such 
complications as recently arose from the 
Governors of certain provinces using for 
other purposes the taxes and duties which 
had been pledged for the payment of the 
Russian indebtedness. 

Turkish Press Changes Tone. 

The Turkish press shows a complete 
change of sentiment as regards the south 
African war. Whereas at first it rejoiced 
over England's disvomfiture, it now stoutly 
asserts that maintaining the supremacy of 
Great Britain is the only thing desirable. 

Must Hold Power Balance. 


This change is due aot so much to the 


success of English arms as to the gradual 
realizing that the lessening of England's 
prestige means for Turkey an increase of 
Russia’s and Germany’s power, and that the 
Sultan and his empire are safe only so long 
as he can keep the three powers equally in 
fear of each other and their desire to possess 
Constantinople and Asia Minor.

(Continued from first page) 
power to deal with the new possessions as 
their varying interests and ours may re- 
quire, and leaving no discretionary power in 
Congress whatever. And this fs the real is- 
sue which has been forced by the attitude of 
the minority in Congress. 


Need of Proper Precedents. 

“The country is starting out on a new de- 

re and on a new experiment, and it is 

of the highest importance, for our own safety 

as well as for the welfare of the new peo- 

ples who have come under the flag, that we 

should leave ourselves freé to deal with each 

case as its own merits demand. The claim 

which insists that free trade goes by legal 

right to Porto Rico would bind us hand and 
foot. * 

“The partisans who sought to put the 
President and Congress in a hole have, per- 
haps unconsciously, dug a pit for themselves. 
They will find that they have taken a posi- 
tion which would estop them from carrying 
out the policy they have proposed for the dis- 
position of the Philippines. But as I do not 
wish now to discuss the matter in its broad- 
est aspects nor treat it in a partisan spirit 
I do not pursue this point. It is enough for 
the present to say that our contention that 
the constitution does not by its own force 
extend over the néw possessions without 
legislative act is in harmony with the gen- 
eral tenor of judicial decision and legislative 
action from the acquisition of Louisiana 
down to this time. 

The Republican party had its birth in an 
issue like that which is now presented. The 
Calhoun doctrine was that the constitution, 
by its own force, carried slavery into the 
Territories of the United States. The Re- 
publican party sprang into being from the 
uprising of the public conscience against that 
doctrine.

It is an interesting circumstance 
that in this new epoch of our history the Re- 
publican party is again battling for a prin- 
ciple kindred to that which gave it birth.“

Sophomores Allowed Modern Lan- 
guages and History in Place of 
Olassics and Mathematics.

New Haven, Conn., March 8.—[Special.]— 
The announcement is made of the revised 
curriculum for the sophomore class at Yale 
for the coming year. This undoubtedly wil 
prove to be one of the greatest advances 


aside of the time-honored tradition at Yale 
that the classics and the mathematics are 
the most important parts of a student's edu- 
cation, and the substitution for them of the 
modern languages and history. The college 
several years ago took the first step toward 
broadening the academic course by provid- 
ing that the two upper classes should not 
be obliged to study the old curriculum. The 
tradition of academic instruction obliged 
students in the lower classes to study Greek, 
Latin, and mathematics. 

Sophomores up to this time have been 
obliged to take five out of six courses, 
choosing either Greek, Latin, mathematics, 
French or German, physics, and English 
literature. In this way a student was forced 
to take at least one of the ancient languages. 
He could not take both of the modern 
languages. In the new course, beside Greek, 
Latin, mathematics, French, German, 
physics, and English literature, the sopho- 
more is allowed to take history and chem- 
istry. He may take both French and Ger- 
man and may take two courses in mathe- 
matics. Under the new arrangement a stu- 
dent may omit the classics and mathematics 
altogether in his second year.

fathers’ fortunes to foreign degenerates for 
‘titles which our virile, high-minded young 
Americans would not wipe their feet on.“

REGISTER NEXT TUESDAY. 
There is but one day of registration for 
the approaching spring election, at whicb 
Aldermen and town officers are to be chosen. 
That day is Tuesday next. No ohe whose 
name is not on the books of the precinct in 
which he resides, when the registration 
officers have finished their work on that 
day, will be able to vote on the 24 of 
April. | |

The number of persons who will lose 
their votes if they do not attend to this 
matter of registration will be great. There 
has been no election and hence no revision 
of the voting lists since April last, when 
a Mayor was elected. During that period 
there have been many rémovals not merely 
among unmarried men, who shift) often 
from one boarding-house to another, but 
among householders. Furthermore, a 
small army of people who were not of age 
last April or who had not been in the 
county and State long enough to entitle 
them to vote can exercise the right of 
suffrage now if registered. 
It should not be necessary to explain 
to those who are entitled to vote t they 
ought to do so. The exercise of the voting 
franchise is a duty as well as a privilege. 
It is the duty of every voter to do what 
lies in his power to give the city an honest 
Council, if not for his own sake at least 
for that of his fellow-citizens.

DIME NOVELISM. 

An article by Firmin Dredd in the March 
number of the Bookman calls attention to 
the extinction of the dime novel. ‘The 
author tells the story of the genesis and 
development of this firebrand of fiction and 
says that it dates from the year 1860. 
The first dime book was not a novel, but 
a book of etiquette purporting to be a 
guide to “true gentility and good breed- 
ing and a complete directory to the usages 


and observances of society, including eti- 


quette of the ballroom, of the evening 
party, the dinner party, the card and chess 
table, of business, and of the home circle.” 
It might be said in passing that such a 
book would not come amiss in these days; 
one would so like to know whether cigaret 
duels in ballrooms are permissible and 
whether it is proper for the hostess at a 
eard party to give real jewels for prizes. 

Then there was the “ Letter Writer,” 
which, at the cost of ten cents, supplied 
information as to “the proper form of 
epistle that should be written to a coquette 
for trifling with feelings,” “ from a gentle- 
man to his groom,“ from a maiden to her 
deceiver.” And also, as the author points 
out, the letter writer was warned against 
such phrases as “I is,” “ He came so near 
as ours,” He read them papers.” <A 
Letter Writer“ is still needed, for writers 
of today betray some doubts as to whether 
to dear or “my dear” a correspohdent 
and whether it is best to be his “ sincerely ” 
or “ faithfully.” 


These books paved the way to the Hime | 


novel, the first of which, in the Beadle 
series, was “ Malagska, the Indian Wife 
of the White Hunter,” which brought to 
the author the considerable sum of $250. 
The usual price was $100 and the story 
was generally written in a week or ten 
days. The “ Backwoods Bride” was one 
of the most popular of these novels, and 
it reached a sale of 550,000 copies. These 
earlier cheap novels were, as the author 
points out, entirely wholesome and free 
from the viciousness which marks their 
successors. But even the latter are be- 
coming extinct, owing, says Mr. Dredd, to 
the demand for the high-priced novels. 
Yet this does not altogether account for 
the decadence of the dime novel. Per- 
haps a truer reason may be found in 
the fact that one may now buy a classic for 
a dime and that the hungry young reader, in- 
stead of investing his ten cents in “ Shorty 
in Search of his Dad,” to be read in the 
hayloft, may purchase, for the same price, 
“Treasure Island” and safely read the 
same in the family library. 

There are in Congress 
many advocates of a meas- The National 
ure having for its object the Guard 
bringing into closer rela- Troubles. 
tions. of the regular army 
and the National Guard of the different 
States. Some of the Congressmen favorable 
to the plan go so far as to believe that the 
national government should havea directing 
hand in militia affairs. Such a measure as 
this doubtless never could be enacted, for 
it would meet with fierce opposition in many 
quarters. There are, however, a good many 
military men not of the regular establish- 
ment who wish that the State governments 
themselves would take some means to keep 
the National Guard regiments free from the 
disputes and petty squabbles which give the 
death blow to discipline. There are troubles 
in New York, Massachusetts, and half a doz- 
en Other States of sufficient gravity to call 
for legislative action. In some of the II- 
linois commands the condition recently has 
been little short of deplorable. Battery D 
has just been mustered out ef the service be- 
cause of a row between the Captain and part 
of his men. This is the second time within 
three years that the organization has been 
disbanded. The troubles in the Chicago 
ship's crew of the Illinois Naval Militia have 
been constant, at times amounting to open 
rebellion against the constituted authorities. 
Serious dissensions are now reported from 
the Second Regiment, which for some years 
has been free from scandal. The good of the 
State demands that discipline and harmony 
be maintained in its forces. It would seem 
that there must be some way by which such 
a condition can be secured.

'BUTTERIQE AND MORALS. 

The crusade fa the interest of public 
morals which has latterly been waged 
against certain dramas has now begun in 
Congress, thougti in another direction. A 
new and insidigus enemy to morals has 
been discovered, Butterine is the subtle 
foe which is undermining not only the 
physical but the moral welfare of the 
people. 

At a hearing before the Agricultural 
committee of the House on Wednesday 
the representatives of the dairy interests 
of the country advocated the passage of 
stringent laws which should make it im- 
possible for people to be deceived by but- 
terine. Among those who presented their 
views to the comamittee was Dr. Peck, the 
representative of a dairy company in Chi- 
cago. The docijor frankly told the com- 
mittee that he c¢nsidered butterine a great- 
er menace to Hublie morals and public 
peace than Whijky. When asked for the 
reasons for such a statement the doctor re- 
plied that butter, ne was more of a menace to 
morals than wh*sky, because no one had to 
buy whisky unle;’s he wanted to. This is not 
categorically tri 2, because the principle of 
whisky is contdged in many patent medi- 
cines and in iy articles of every day 
consumption, ag-well as in large numbers 
of. manufactured products which people 
purchase withqht knowing that they are 


buying whisky. OPhysically, butterine was 


considered a menace to health because it 
takes a high temperature, compared with 
butter, to melt in the human stomach. 

The question of stomachic temperatures 
is one which Tue TrisuNE would not 
presume to discuss. It is not for a lay- 
man to pronounce upon a subject which 
can be settled only by the expert scien- 
tist with his stomach thermometer and 
X rays, though, unscientifically speaking, 
it would seem that a stomach which can 
digest whisky might have a comparatiye- 
ly easy time with butterine. It is unim- 
portant anyway, for those people who are 
not trying to digest whisky and butterine 
are probably experimenting with fried 
lobster, W. W., hot mince pies, Welsh 
rabbits, and lave foods which are more 
indigestible thay either. People have been 
doing this since the days of Adam and they 
will continue to do it to the end of time. 
But if butterine is endangering the morals 
of the community and the peace of society, 
then it is the duty of the public press 
and pulpit, the Woman's club, the W. C. 
T. U., the X. M. C. A.s, the National Suf- 
trage association, the Colonial Dames, the 
Handel Hall mathers, and all other reform- 
ers to rise as one man and one woman 
and demand that this enemy, of morals 
shall be suppressed. If it is really under- 
mining the characters of young and old, 
blunting the mpral perceptions, and kin- 
dling strife in society, that fact should be 
established by erring statistics, for under 
such circumstances it is more dangerous 
even than “ Sapho.” 

The person who purchases a ticket for 
“Sapho” may ruin only himself, but for 
the price of ove “ Sapho” ticket twenty 
or thirty pounds of butterine may be bought, 
enough to ruin the morals of whole families 
and endanger the peace of several blocks. 
Thus the résponsibilities of the moral re- 
formers have been largely increased by Dr. 
Peck. The Agricultural committee of the 
House, however, in its eagerness to pre- 
serve the public morals should not con- 
demn butterine, without a fair hearing. It 
should require Dr. Peck to * 70 wit- 
nesses whose moral characters have been 
ruined by its use and statistics to show 
that those sections of our cities which use 
butterine are the nurseries where violators 
of the public peace are reared. 


INCREASE OF FIRE LOSSES, 

During the last four years there has been 
a steady increase of fire losses in the United 
States. Tun TRIBUNR's annual estimates 
place the losses of 1896 at $111,856,067; 
1897, $120,001,737; 1898, $133,139,467; 
1899, $150,537,365. The outlook for the 
year 1900 is not encouraging. In two 
months and one week the losses have 
mounted up to $29,652,863. Should this 
average per month be maintained the total 
losses for the year will be over 8170, 000, 000, 
and in any event it is now certain that the 
losses of last year will be exceeded by those 
of 1900. 5 

An analysis of these losses will show that 
the aggregates are largely due to more and 
greater fires in the large cities. For in- 
stance, the Josses in Chicago in 1899 were 
$4,570,000, as compared with $2,650,000 
in 1898. About the same percentage of in- 
crease was reached in Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia, gnd other large cities. To 
the aggregate Of $29,652,863 lost this year 
eleven cities contribute $6,363,000, or near- 
ly one-fourth, as follows: Philadelphia, 
$1,400,000; St. Louis, $1,220,000; New 
York, $1,100,000; Newark, $716,000; Rich- 
mond, $400,000; Chicago, $350,000; Indi- 
anapolis, $350,000; Minneapolis, $325,000; 
Detroit, $202,000; Memphis, $200,000; Bos- 
ton, $100,000; and these sums only include 


losses where the total of each fire was over 


$100;000. Had the minor losses been in- 
cluded it would be found that these eleven 
cities have contributed fully one-third of 
the total. 

This rapid increase of fire losses has at 
last aroused th anxious attention of under- 
writers and led them to look for the causes. 
According to insurance papers, the insur- 
ance men and the fire-fighters agree that 
there are three principal causes— namely: 
improper insulation of electric wires in 
buildings, defective flues, and lack of pre- 
caution; in other words, common careless- 
ness. The Chief of the New York Fire 
department says “a general cause of fires 
in large cities is the increase of electric 
wires in bnildings and the employment of 
mechanics who are ignorant of the proper 
methods of handling and protecting wires.” 
This, indeed, has become so common that 
underwriters, according to the Insurance 
Press, have been obliged to formulate and 
enforce stringent rules for electrical in- 
stallations. The President of one insur- 
ance company asserts that one-fifth of the 
fires throughout the country are caused by 
defective flues, which are left insecure by 
dishonest contractors and cheap builders. 
Another insurance official is of opinion that 
the increased yse of electric and gas lights 
necessitated by later hours of work at 
night, combined with the strain of over- 
work on employés, is one cause of this in- 
crease. 

There can be no doubt that all these 
enuses are more or less responsible for the 
increased losses, but there is still another 
which is not an uncommon one in the large 
cities, and thay is the faulty construction 
of buildings as well as the careless service 

in them. It is possible to erect buildings 


capable of resisting fire, and there are some 
such in every large city, but they are excep- 
tions, as a great conflagration every now 
and then demonstrates. With a larger pro- 
portion of absolutely fireproof buildings in 
cities and an efficient fire department and 
ample water supply there can be no reason 
why fire losses should not be reduced.

The object is worthy of the active support 
of every disinterested young man in the city. 
The primary elections are the fountain head 
of municipal government, and as long as the 
business-men and good citizens allow these 
to be manipulated by ward bosses and pro- 
fessional taxeaters there can be no satis- 
factory administration. As a rule, only 
about 15 per cent of the voters in Chicago 
attend the primaries. Those who do attend 
are largely men with personal ends to gain, 
and the whole city pays the penalty of in- 
difference in the form of excessive taxes afid 
unfit officials. If the younger voters rally 
to the support of this league as they should 
they can wield a powerful influence in the 
nomination of better candidates and the 
smashing of party machines. It is also en- 
couraging to note that the league intends to 
take up the work of investigating the stand- 
ing of all candidates for County Commis- 
sioner. There is vast .room for improve- 
ment in the personnel of the average County 
board, and the time to attend to this is be- 
fore election day. The league, whose Presi- 
dent is Hervey H. Dorr, has the indorsement 
of leading business-men and has every op- 
portunity to make itself a power for good in 
Chicago politics.

HE historie Comédig Frangaise, whose 
theater was destroyed by fire yester- 
day, has been in existence for more 
than two centuries. Its origin dates 
back to the time of Henry IV., when 

some comedians canie to Paris and estab- 
lished the Theatre du Marais.. A little later 
another house was established, which Cor-

F 1799 was it finally established in the 
house where it has since stood. 

The building of the theater was a veritable 
palace, with magnificent salons, a grand 
staircase adorned with statues, great gal- 
leries filled with pictures and busts, and 
thousands of souvenirs which testify to its 
historic past. 

Entering the building, which looked at 
once massive and ornate, one came into the 
grand vestibule, with a high rotunda, the 
walls covered with antique mirrors and 


stairways radiating on all sides, at the foot 


of each, one of the solemn ushers of the 
Comédie wearing his silyer chain of office. 
Three judges inspected all of the tickets of 
admission as they were presented. One of 
these judges represented the theater, an- 
other the dramatic authors, and the third 
the poor of the city, who drew a certain per 
cent from the revenue of the house.

Here were comfortable arm 
chairs and sofas on which one could rest 
while looking at the collection of French 
sculpture of the eighteenth century ranged 
a round room.

disturbed; but he goes on to show that there 

is @ certainty of more than £700,000,000 in 
gold, and that there are enormous deposits 
of coal with which to build up manufactur- 
ing enterprises. His conclusion is that the 

Boers’ must give up the control of their 

country—that it is too valuable for them 

to keep. It is both curious and interesting 
to note the cool assurance with which the 
author wrote sentences like this: 

“Those who have money invested in the 
country would be only too pleased if British 
taxpayers would furnish the £20,000,000 of 
money and send out the 80,000 men required 
to subjugate the Transvaal, and, by substi- 
tuting a liberal and progressive government 
for the obstructive government of Dutch 
farmers, enhance the value of their prop- 
erties.” 

This was written before the war was in 
sight. It shows the amusing underestimate 
of the force needed to subjugate the Trans- 
vyaal,” as well as the motives that precip- 
Rated the war. At the same time Captain 
Younghusband put himself on record as to 
the needlessness of a war to secure the de- 
sired reforms. He took pains to substan- 
tiate President Kruger’s emphatic state- 
ment that as long as the Boers were not at- 
tacked they would never attack anybody, 
He scouted the myth of a Boer plot to seize 
south Africa, which has lately been resur- 
rected, and has become the standby of Mr. 
Chamberlain's friends. He also summed up 
the future of the Transvaal thus: 

“By waiting on their opportunity the uit- 
landers will gradually gain their end. Their 
lot is not a desperate one. They run no im- 
mediate risk of being exterminated like the 
Armenians; and instead of hastily resorting 
to arms and reviving racial feeling, which 
impedes progress, they can well afford to 
wait a few years’ time till the Boers, not 
bound together in opposition as they are 
now through the Jameson raid, have spread 
themselves out.“ 

That is exactly what most Americans be- 
lieve could have been done if it had not been 
for the spirit of disregard for all Boer 
rights which permeates Captain Younghus- 
band’s book, as it permeates British gov- 
ernmental thinking and policy. With due 
allowance for this bias, which prevents the 
author from seeing anything wrong in the 
Jameson raid, and with similar allowance 
for some grammatical slips, the volume may 
pe 1 as one of the most readable 


Another book that treats the south African 
affair from a British point of view is Alleyne 
dreland’s The Anglo-Boer Conflict: Its 
History and Causes” (Small-Maynard).

On of the subject thus far issued, 
though it would be nonsense to pretend that 
it gives more than one side of the question. 
It begins with the statement that in case

quotes Canon Knox Little's charge as to 


“ England’s fatuous policy of vacillation, 
betrayal, friction, irritation, postponing, 
changing, doing, and undoing.” He also 
admits that “ if ever men had réason to turn 
their backs on an unjust and unfaithful 
government the Boers had at the time of 
the great trek, when, after losing their 
property and after being deprived of the ; 
fruits of victory, they inspanned their oxen 
and went > the wilderness.”’ 

author chronicles the fact that the 
absolute independence of the Boers was 
recognized in the Sand River convention of 
1852, but he justifies the annexation of 1877 
on the ground that the Boers wanted it; 


' yet when the Boers showed by armed ex- 


postulation in 1881 that they did not want it, 
and when Gladstone annulled the obnoxious 
annexation, there somehow remained that 
subtle claim of British suzerainty, which 
had not existed before. Where it came from 
and why it should exist Mr. Ireland does 
hot explain, but he argues with all the ardor 
of a partisan to prove that even Lord Derby 
did not mean anything by leaving the word 
suzerainty out of the convention of 1884. 
He holds that the Transvaal was a vassal 
state still, though why it should be such, 
While no similar claim is made upon the 
Orange Free State, is a matter which only 
Mr. Chamberlain can explain. Curiously 
enough, this insistence on the idea of suzer- 
ainty seems to have occurred to Mr. Cham- 
berlain himself only since the discovery of 
the amazing richness of the Rand gold 
Mr. Ireland, like most of the pro-British 
Writers, has nothing against the Jameson 
raid except the fact that it failed. From

Mme, Nevada’s Concert. 

After an absence of several years Mme. 
Emma Nevada made her reappearance in 
this city last evening at a concert at Cen- 


proportions was present, but Mme. Nevada 
and her associates enthused their listeners 
to a high degree, and the manifestations of 
pleasure were frequent and prolonged, draw- 
ing forth numerous extra numbers. As to 


Mme. Nevada's singing, it must be acknowl- 
edged with regret her voice shows unmistak- 
able signs of wear and decline. It is deficient 
in power, and is not at all times under the 
singer’s control, some of the coloratura 
passages being somewhat blurred, and the 
intonation, in several instances, untrue. 
It should be said, however, that Mme. 
Nevada's singing was exceedingly musical 
in its quality, and genuine artistic style 
there was, in abundance. But it is doubtful 
whether she will ever again take an eminent 
rank in the class of vocal virtuosi, of which 
she was once so brilliant an exponent. 
Mme. Nevada’s opening number was the 
dainty “Bell Song from Delibes’ 
“* Lakme.” This was, in the main, well done, 
although, as before observed, some of the 
more showy passages were imperfectly exe- 
cuted. The performance, nevertheless, was 


Sufficient brilliance to call forth hearty ap- 
plause, culminating in an encore—a simple 
ballad, which was sung with touching ex- 
pressiveness. Upon her second appearance 
Mme. Nevada gave a song by Tschaikowsky, 
Travouschka, and the aria, Ah! Fors E 
Lui” from Verdi's La Traviata.” In these 
selections several examples of remarkable 
breath control came to notice, and they were 
marked by numerous other points of inter- 
est. Another generous round of applause 
followed their conclusion, resulting in an- 
other encore. 

Mme. Nevada's assistants were Mr. Selden 
Pratt, pianist, and Mr. Louis Blumenbersg, 
cellist, and the playing of both of these 
artists was highly enjoyable. Mr. Pratt 
proved himself a pianist of far more than 
ordinary worth. In his first selection, 
Liszt's arrangement of Schumann's song, 

Widmung,“ with which the program 
opened, it was apparent that he was pos- 
sessed of talents of a high order, and this 
agreeable impression was deepened con- 
siderably by his playing, later on, of an 
etude by Hansell and a Tocatta by Sgam- 
dati.

FLYING FOX SOLD TO M. BLANC 
FOR $187,500.

at the Auction Sale of the Duke of 
Westminster’s Stables the Winner 
ef the Triple Crown Becomes the 
Property ofa Frenchman, Who Out- 
bids W. C. Whitney’s Representa- 
tive—Greatest Event of Its Kind in 
Turf History.

LONDON, March 8.—America and Eng- 
land met defeat at the hands of France to- 
day at Kingsclere in a battle of coin for pos- 
session of Flying Fox, winner of the last 
‘Derby and the favorite of the stables of the 
late Duke of Westminster, and acknowl- 
ed to be the greatest racer of the age, 
The bidders were William C. Whitney of 


Ne York, through a representative; Soily | 


Joel of London, and M. Blanc of Paris. The 
price paid was $157,500, the largest sum by 
many thousands ever paid at a sale of horse- 
flesh. It was a great event in more respects 
than one. Somerville Tattersall handled the 
hammer, while the Prince of Wales, Prince 
Christian, Lord William Beresford, Lord 
Mareus Beresford, and many other notables 
witnessed the bidding. There was the great- 
-est interest when Flying Fox entered the 
ring under reserve at $150,000, a price not re- 

ed as exorbitant in view of the fact he is. 
the fifth of his family to win the Derby, 
which, but for the poisoning of Orme, might 
have been an unbroken sequence. 

Joel made the first bid at the upshot price. 
Blanc quickly added $2,500, and Joel dupli- 
eated. The bidding between the English and 
French owners continued at bounds of $2,500 
until the price was $172,500. Thereupon Mr. 
Gilpin entered the arena in behalf of Mr. 
Whitney and tossed in §2,500 bids until the 

_ price reached $187,500, with Blanc the last 
bidder. Then Gilpin retired. 

Tattersall did his best to revive the contest, 
insisting $200,000 was not too much for the 
animal, but he talked in vain, so Flying Fox 

was knocked down to Blanc amid the shouts 

of a party of friends who followed the 

‘Frenchman from Paris to watch him bid. 
Whether Flying Fox will run in the Ascot 


Cup this season is uncertain. Blanc says he 


isundetermined. It is certain, however, that 
at the end of the season the horse will follaw 
dis famous grandsire into exile. 

Among other sales the Prince of Wales 
paid $21,500 for Vane, a 3-year-old by Orme; 
E. Bird paid $25,000 for Goblet, a 3-year-old 
by Grey Leg. Sir John Thursby paid $39,500 
for Calverley, a 5-year-old by St. Serf. | 

Several 2-year-olds were purchased on be- 

-half of the young Duke of Westminster, 
whose intention is to keep Eaton Stud. For 
this reason Ben d’Or and Orme are to be ex- 
empted from succeeding sales. The total re- 
sults of the day's sales were $352,200.

VERDICT IN BROWN’S DEATH. 


Coroner’s Jury Declares Austin Drug- 
gist Passes Away from Shock— 
Doctor Finds Stomach Inflamed. 


A Coroner’s jury returned a verdict yes- 
terday that shock from a fall from a sleigh 
had caused the death of Harvey Brown, a 
druggist in Austin, who died suddenly and 
under mysterious circumstances early in the 
morning. Dr. Springer, the Coroner’s phy- 
sician, held a post-mortem examination and 
found the stomach deeply inflamed, the in- 
flamation being dark and having the ap- 
pearance of being caused by some poison the 
nature of which could not be determined. 
Dr. Springer's written statement was not 
given to the Deputy Coroner, Milan Reyn- 


olds, for purpose of recording before the in- 


quest. 
Mr. Brown, Otto M. Breitenbach, and 


Frank Hesterman went to F. W. Bechstein’s 
roadhouse, Harlem avenue and ‘Washington 
boulevard, Harlem, on Wednesday night. 
They played cards, bowled, and drank some 
until after midnight. Mr. Brown’s compan- 
ions say he complained of being ill after he 
entered the sleigh to return and in a short 
time appeared to be unconscious. Two 
blocks from the roadhouse the sleigh was 
upset. Breitenbach and Hesterman say it 
was overturned by running into a snowdrift. 
The occupants were thrown out and Mr. 
Brown lay on the pavement, apparently un- 
conscious. He was taken to W. G. Davis’ 
livery stable, North Waller avenue, Austin, 
where he died before physicians reached 
him. 

Repeated attempts were made by the 
deputy and the jurymen to force Breiten- 
bach and Hesterman to admit that they had 
not told all the circumstances surrounding 
the death of Brown. Both men said that 
Brown was intoxicated, 

The police do not believe the story that 
the sleigh was overturned by striking a 
drift. They say the runners are so bent 
and twisted they believe the sleigh was run 
into a curb. 


SAYS OTIS IS IN POOR HEALTH. 


Chief Telegraph Operator of the Phil- 
ippines Declares the American Com- 
mander Is Failing Rapidly. 


According to F. W. Keyes, who has just 
returned from the Philippines, where he 
served for several months as chief of the 
140 telegraph operators in the islands, Gen- 
eral Otis is failing rapidly in health. 

Mr. Keyes, who is at the Great Northern 
Hotel, said: 

General Otis is practically a shadow of 
his former self, having grown much thin- 
ner. His beard and hair have turned toa 
snowy whiteness, and in other ways he gives 
evidence of rapidly failing health. For- 
merly he used to ascend the steps to the 
headquarters without any difficulty, but for 
some time prior to my departure I no- 
ticed him making hard work of it, frequent- 
ly finding it necessary to take hold of the 
railing. It is simply the strain of his duties 
and his long stay in the islands. I think

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| “ENGLISH BEEF” FROM CHICAGO 


* 
British Butchers Sell 40,000 Quarters 
Every Week and Call It Home 


Chicago sends 40.000 quarters of dressed 
„English beef to England every week. The 
beef is native to the United States and is 
bought here as a medium grade, but the 
English butchers sell it to Englishmen as 
„English beef.“ The beef is sent to England 
in cold storage and Chicago's shipment rep- 
resents the bulk of England’s importation. . 
This statement was made by Chicago pack- 
ers yesterday in explanation of an assertion 
made before the Pure Food and Drug con- 
gress at, Washington that English butchers 
have begun to import American beef to keep 
up the reputation of the English market for 
choice beef. The statement was made by 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson. He said 
that the finest beef sold in the English mar- 
ket as English beef was from the United 
States. Chicago packers say that Englan¢ 
has been increasing its beef. importations 
from the United States for the last three 
years, aud that at present it purchases more 
than twice as much as five years ago. 

The reason for this is the growing su- 
periority of American beef over that of 
England,“ said T. C. Wilson of Nelson Mor- 
While the English people are 
eating more meat than they formerly did. 
England is producing fewer cattle. On the 
other hand, the United States is increasing 
its stock constantly and cheapening the cost 
of packing and shipping meat. 

Forty thousand quarters of beef is a 
liberal estimate for Chicago's weekly ship- 
ment of beef to England.“ said Charles 
Swift of Swift & Co. That represents 
10,000 dressed cattle. The beef imported 
by England is of a grade a little above what 
is known as medium here, but it is equal 
to beef native to England.”’ 

In confirmation of an editorial published 
in the London Daily Mail that American 
fruits and vegetable delicacies are becom- 
ing ‘favored in the European market over 
French and English products, fruit and 
vegetable dealers say that shipments to 
Europe from Chicago are on the increase. 
The Paris exposition is expected to increase 
the demand for California asparagus, 
oranges, and pears. Much of the California 
output will be handled through Chicago 
commission merchants. 
We expect the demand for California 
products to increase 25 per cent during the 
Paris exposition,’’ said a commission mer- 
chant. ‘* The opening of hundreds of hotels 
in Paris will cause the demand, because the 
hotels will buy at wholesale what individ- 
uals could not.afford to buy. The cheapen- 
ing of transportation rates will enable us 
to put American fruſts and vegetables on the 
European. market at a price that will com- 
pete with European products.”’ | 


PREFERS GALLOWS TO PRISON.

Archibald Carle Asks for a Chance to 


Plead Guilty to Murder and Be Hang- 
ed to kscape Imprisonment. 


Archibald Carle asked Judge Brentano yes- 
terday to grant him a new trial, so he might 
plead: guilty to murder and be sentenced to 
be hanged instead of going to the peniten- 
tiary for twenty-five years, as sentenced by a 
jury for killing Hector McKenzie. A motion 
for a new trial had been overruled, and the 
Judge asked the prisoner if he had anything 
to say before sentence Was imposed. 

*“ Yes,’ replied Carle. Grant me a new 
trial, so I may plead guilty to murder and be 
hanged. I much rather would die on the 
gailows than go to prison for twenty-five 
years. If your Honor will grant me a new 
trial I promise to plead guilty to murder, so 
that I may get the rope.“ | 

Carle hesitated ® moment, and then said 
deliberately: ** I would rather die—be hanged 
—than go down to the Joliet penitentiary for 
twenty-five years. | 

„For years I have been hounded by the 
police of Chicago,“ he continued. When I 
went into business they shadowed me until 
they brought discredit on my business and 
broke it up. | 

1 did shoot Hector McKénzie. He had 
threatened my life, I felt I was justified in 
taking his life. It was my reputation that 
convicted me. If it had been your Honor who 
shot the man the act would have been praised 
as the commendablé removal of a desperate 
character. But as it was I who did it, with 
the police record I had, it was a crime. 
“Years ago I was convicted of participa- 
tion in a daylight robbery of a foundry. I 
was sent to jail for it. As a matter of fact, 
I had nothing to do with the robbery. I 
was not even in the ‘neighborhood of the 
foundry. Yet I suffered for it- suffered the 
tortures of an innocent man. I was tried 
and convicted by public opinion, instilled 
and fostered by the newspapers and the po- 
lice before I was brought to trial.“ 

He continued to discuss his case and his 
grievances for half an hour. When he had 
finished Judge Brentano briefly reviewed the 
circumstances of the killing of Hector Mc- 
Kenzie, saying Carle had walked up to Mc- 
Kenzie from behind and assassinated him 
without a word of warning. Years ago I 
gave you a chance to reform and live a 
better life, said the Judge. You failed to 
avail yourself of the opportunity. The sen- 
tence of the court is thet you be taken to 
the penitentiary. there to be confined for

DEFEND TALKS IN SCHOOL 


TICS PLAYS A PART. 


While Superintendent Andrews In- 
dorses Principal Moore’s Protest 
Union League and Marquette Mem- 
bers Declare Patriotism Is the Only 
Object in View in Holiday Ad- 
dresses—Attribute Letter to Social- 
ism and Malice. 


Officials of the Union League and Mar- 
quette clubs deny the accusation made to 
the Board of Education that the clubs use 
the holiday services in the schools to instil 
military and imperialistic sentiment in the 
pupils. The communication containing the 
complaint, which was sent to the board on 
Wednesday evening, by J. Howard Moore, 
principal of the Calumet High School, was 

inspired, it was declared, by malice toward | 
the clubs and by socialism. 

Superintendent Andrews, however, assert- 
ed that speakers representing the clubs had 
used political arguments in their addresses 
to the pupils. He added that Mr. Moore 
was not alone in his opinion, but that it 
was shared by a number of principals. Dr. 
Andrews expressed the belief that the po- 
litical character of the addresses was not 
intentional on the part of the speakers. 

For the clubs, on the contrary, it was de- 
clared that a tacit understanding exists that 
the speakers shall not discuss politics or 
partisanship. It was stated further that 95 
per cent of the school principals had writ- 
ten to the clubs commending their efforts 
to inculeate patriotic sentiment among the 
children. E. J. Harkness, chairman of the 
Union League club Committee on Political 
Action, said that Mr. Moore probably had 
cause for complaint in the tendency of the 
orators to choose as their topics the lives 
of military heroes. | 


Denied by E. J. Harkness. 


„While I regard Mr. Moore’s communica- 
tion as a malicious attack on the clubs,“ 
said he, I am not sure but that it might 
be a subject for consideration. His state- 
ments that we endeavor to inculcate poli- 
tics, imperialism, and militarism are ridicu- 
lous, of course. We have been giving the 
patriotic celebrations for several years, and 
if we had attempted to teach the children 
politics there would have been ‘complaint 


long ago. 
The only possible truth in Mr. Moore's 


cuss military affairs to a great extent. This 
might be a suggestion that would merit con- 
sideration. However, we must remember 
that many of our greatest patriots were 
inseparably connected with military life. 
Our history has been evolved in military 
action. Hence it is natural for speakers to 
select soldiers for eulogies, though when 
they talk of war they do not mean that 
children are to be taught that war is bet- 


Denies That Principals Object. 


If we talk of politics to the children it 
is because our history is one of political 
development, said John H. Strong, chair- 
man of the Union League Subcommittee on 
Schools. Does Mr. Moore mean to say 
that we must not talk to our children of 
the government of their country because 
the government is politics? None of the 
speakers has indulged in partisan talk. 
There is an understanding that partisan 
principles shall be omitted. That Mr. Moore 
is mistaken when he says that all the school 
principles are opposed to our talks before 
the children is shown by the fact that 95 
per cent of them have written to thank us 
for our work.”’ 

H. B. Wickersham, President of the Mar- 
quette club, said: The complaint against 
the club’s work is inspired by socialism. I 
am surprised that the complaint was so long 
in coming. The good effect patriotic speeches 
have had in our schools is inestimable. Itis 
essential that the young be informed of their 
governmental responsibilities before they 
have the responsibilities thrust on them,” 

John 8. Miller of the Union League club 
gave similar expression of opinion. 

Principal Moore’s complaint will be given 
a hearing at the meeting of the School Man- 
agement committee next Thursday.
